N eutralism is not going to be made popu­ 
lar by their wishful thoughts — and es­ 
pecially not by the wishful thought of those 
whose plan is to work both sides of the 
street while stay ing in the middle.

AND NOW THEIR newest and they hope 
their brightest idea is to get President Ken­ 
nedy and Chairm an Khrushchev together to 
ease tension. 
They will send delegations to each coun­ 
try 
to ask for such a meeting. 
They are as safe in doing this as they 
would be in adopting a resolution for Christ­ 
m as: the two men were going to meet any ­ 
way . 
But as long as they have come out in 
favor of doing what was going to be done 
without any help from them, we have a 
better idea. 
How' about a meeting between a delega­ 
tion from the 25 “ nonaligned" nations and 
Chairm an Khrushchev? 
What would be wrong in letting the neu- 


tialist find out the hard way what causes 
friction between the United States and the 
Soviet Union? 
All they know about the Soviet Union is 
how 
it butters them up in the hope of 
keeping them from joining the Free World. 
They never have seen its unbuttered side 
—the side it shows to all nations that have 
m ade a comm itm ent to keep Communist 
man-worship on the defensive 


LET THEM ASK the Soviet Union for 


aomething. 


Let them ask it for a reasonable agree­ 
m ent on nuclear arm am ent, with inspection 
to make it worthwhile. 
Let them ask it to live up to its pledges 
on something it is twisting to its own pur­ 
poses. like the troubled situation in Berlin. 
Let them ask for a ban on nuclear test­ 


ing. 
And while they are at it. they might ask 
ii to give up its long-standing com m itm ent 
to topple all governm ents it cannot domi­ 
nate 
That would be a thumping req uest by the 
neutralists, because their toppling is first 
u the order of im portance 


THIS WOULD be the q uickest way to get 
rid of the coat-holders 
There is tension and an ugly threat of 
hot war nv the world because governm ents 
that refuse to be run over by the Com­ 
m unist Conspiracy cannot come to term s 
with it 
The Kremlin is not manned now and nev­ 
er has been manned by reasonable men. 
It is controlled by revolutionaries who try 
to bend the world into shape to suit their 
tw isted ideology . 
There can be no neutrals in a Com mun­ 
ist world. There can be no friends or al­ 
lies. There can be nothing but Commun­ 
ists and puppets. 
The q uickest way to convert the neutral­ 
ists would be to m ake them try to do busi­ 
ness with the Kremlin.

Po litical Pressu re On Steel 


President Kennedy , several m em bers of 
his adm inistration and num erous Dem ocrat­ 
ic voices in Congress have joined in 
a recent 
cam paign designed to forestall increases in 
the pnce of steel when a contracted raise in 
industry ' wages goes into effect Oct 
1 
Steel inddustrv spokesmen say no deci­ 
sions have been reached on possible price 
changes, and claim therefore that the Wash­ 
ington cam paign is aimed at a “ phantom** 
issue. 
Whether or not that is true 
it seems to 
us the stee! companies have grounds for re­ 
senting the campaign because it implies 
they know less than other people about how 
to run their businesses 


THE STEEL INDUSTRY has not had an 
easy time of it dunng two recessions in 
three y ears That is partiy because of nor­ 
mal economic factors in time of recession 
and partly because of more intense com­ 
petition for sales m arkets. 
Ir addition to the competition among the 
steel companies themselves, there have been 
inroads by producers in other countries and 
bv m anufacturers of other m aterials de- 
s.zned to 
replace 
steel 
in a variety of 
products 


No one can have followed the speeches. 


forma! reports, occasional comm ents and 
published writings of steel ex ecutives in the 
last few- y ears and not realize that they are 
very much aware of these new challenges to 
their companies' continued success. 
Since pricing is part and parcel of busi­ 
ness success, it just is not reasonable to 
assum e that the steel industry would raise 
prices capriciously in the face of intense 
competition Yet that is what the W ashing­ 
ton pressure cam paign implies 


ON THE OTHER HAND, if the industry 
w ere to deem pnce increases necessary on 
any other basis than capnce—that is. on the 
basis of economic realities—could the W ash­ 
ington pressure cam paign ex pect to be suc­ 
cessful? 


If it is reasonable to ex pect the steel in­ 
dustry to keep its pnce levels in prox im ity 
to its cost levels, it certainly is not un­ 
reasonable for the industry to raise its pnc- 
e* when its costs dem and i t 
If the new wage rates can be absorbed 
by the steel industry without an increase in 
prices, competition and two recent reces­ 
sions offer sufficient control on industry pol­ 
icy m akers to make an increase unlikely 
But the industry itself is the best judge of 
that not the politicians in Washmgon

There 
are 
two 
kinds 
of ed­ 
ucation. 
Now is the time for kids to 
understand why the two kinds are 
different—while they 're still kids. 
Some of us flubbed this when 
we were k:ds and wasted a lot 
of time getting things straightened 
out. We thought education was 
all the same. 


We thought y ou pursued educa­ 
tion to get a job and then killed 
two birds with one stone. When 
we got diplom as but didn t get 
jobs, we thought 
someone 
had 
misled us. Someone had. 
We w eren't told the difference 
between job training and classic 
education, which is a m atter of 
cultivating the mind It’s the dif­ 
ference. 
actually , 
between 
job 
training and mind training. 


It’s impossible to make a clear 
separation between one ano the 
other, because the mind is alway s 
being trained, whatever is being 
done Job training itself is mind 
training of a kind 


But is not the only End of edu­ 
cation. though many people be­ 
lieve 
it’s 
the 
only 
kind 
that 
counts The other kind—that often 
doesn't seem to count has been 
with us longer and seems likely 
to hang on 
for 
a 
few 
more 
generations. 
It doesn't train the educatec to 
do any thing specific. He doesn't 
leam to do any thing that is in 
the job classification catalog. He 
learns to have solid respect for a 
world of learning in which he ha» 
been privileged to ex plore under 
official guidance 
His curiosity is ex cited 
He prom ises himself to learn 
more 
Not infreq uently , the ex perience 
causes the learner to continue his 
education as a graduate student 
And 
freq uently 
it 
causes 
the 
learner to continue his education 
as a laborer in the viney ard. He 
becomes a teacher. 
There is. then, this other kind 
of 
education, 
which 
must 
be 
thought 
of 
separately , 
because 
it’s not job training but mind 
training. 
Employ ers don’t sniff at it the 
w a y they used to when some of 
us learned that 
diplomas 
were 
one thing and jobs another Some 
corporations that can afford 
to 
wait for peaches to r pen now put 
non - trade - school graduates on 
their pay rolls and wait for their 
•ducatec minds to m ature on 
the 


job 
They hire potentiality and 
think they are getting a bargain. 
Not every ' kid in high sthool 
knows what he would study for if 
he went to college. Nex t June, 
won’t know what they want to do 
Contrary to an idea still gaining 
currency , civilization isn’t going 
to be saved by the people who 
knew ail along they wanted to 
build bombs or make manpower 
obsolete. 
It will need a few of the minds 
that look at the moon and think 
of poetry instead of getting there 
before the Russians. 
It will need minds that look at 
the 
world whole—not that 
this 
kind of education can be guar­ 
anteed but that this kind tries to 
present the world whole, instead 
of in fragm ents of specialization, 
each fragm ent managed by spe­ 
cialists. 


There’s 
nothing 
d sgraceful 
about say ing, "I don t know y et” 
when asked y our put^x ise in pur­ 
suing education. 
A tremendous ex perience awaits 
those who have the privilege of 
making up their minds They can 
ex plore the wonderful world of 
learning as they live—and learn 
It’s a thought worth 
passing 
along to all high school students 
who honestly can’t say y et that 
they intend to be this, that, or 
the other. W hat's wrong with just 
being 
students 
in 
pursuit 
of 
learning?
